In  reply  to  your  letter  o?  February  24th,  relative  to  the 
return  of  some  empty  coin  kegs  from  the  Bov/ery  Savings  Bank,  New 
York,  N.  Y. ,  I  have  to  inf ora  you  that  the  matter  was  taken  up  ner& 
with  the  agent  of  the  express  company, and  he  called  my  attention 
to  their  rule  governing  such  cases  which  provides  that  in  orasr 
to  obtain  the  benefit  of  having  empties  returned  free,  such  empty 
packages  must  be  delivered  at  the  company’s  depot  office}  that  they 
will  not  pick  then  up  at  the  places  of  delivery  without  imposing  a 
charge  of  40</  per  hundred  pounds.  1  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the 
rule.  From  this  it  would  seem  that  the  company  was  acting  within 
their  rules  in  this  case,  and  you  will  have  to  ask  the  managers  of 
the  Bowery  Savings  Bank  to  deliver  the  empty  kegs  to  the  express 

company . 

I  understand  that  this  rule  is  waived  as  between  mints  and 
assay  offices  and  sub-treasuries,  but  is  insisted  upon  in  the  cas^ 
of  private  institutions.

v.'orfc.  There  would  be  no  justification  for  increasing  the  pay  of  ,:H 
your  carpenters  to  §3.75  per  day  unless  it  could  be  shown  that 
that  wae  the  prevailing  rsite  for  carpenters  employed  outside  in 
ordinary  emolovnient .  If  the  unxon  seals  for  carpenters'  wages  is 
$3.75  per  day,  why  then  I  would  have  no  onj action  to  increasing* 
the  pay  of  all  of  your  carpenters  to  that  amount,  but  according  to 
the  iaat  publication  I  have  issued  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Ir-bor,  the  average  pay  for  carpenters  in  Philadelphia  only  amounts 
to  §3.20  per  day,  or  40^  per  hour.
